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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: the description of a casing having at least two 
side portions and at least two ends is confusing. For example, 
with respect to claim 1 and Figure 1, it is not exactly clear 
how it is contemplated that the casing could have more than two 
ends on the outer facing surface; also, with respect to claim 1 
and Figure 1, it is not clear which part of the casing is 
considered to be the side(s) . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Applicant is advised that should claim 17 be found 
allowable, claim 18 will be objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as 
being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that 
they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in 
wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the 
other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03 (k) . 
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The damping/tension element of claim 18 has already been 
presented in claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1(d), "being disposed" should be replaced 
with --to be disposed—- because the racket does not appear to be 
within the scope of the invention. 

Claims 2-20 are rejected because they depend from a 
rejected claim 1. 

With further regard to claims 3-7, 13, 14, 19 and 20, a 
damping/tension element made of elastomeric material or eyelets 
or having a curvature or predetermined shape could not be a 
liquid, gas or vapor as required by claim 1.
